SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD slick entitled Schoolgirls Holiday 12 ScharferHonig is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

This is because the publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. 

The DVD slick contains images of youthful looking females engaged in sexual activity, 
alongside text which includes the words "Schoolgirls Holiday". The ages of the young 
women are ambiguous, however when combined with the title and other textual 
references, it is clear that the viewer is to regard the females as being young persons 
of school age. The purpose of the slick is to market a sexually explicit DVD as well as 
being sexually titillating in itself, and as such tends to promote and support the idea 
that school age girls are suitable as sexual partners for adult men, or as appropriate 
objects for male sexual fantasy. There is no other context on the slick which would 
provide an alternative reading to this. The publication therefore tends to promote and 
support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes and is deemed 
objectionable. 

The classification of the publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as 
outlined in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that 
is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be 
objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of a "free and democratic society" to limit the 
availability of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. 
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
